rates. The decision is considered an 
important one for the local industries 
and will mean that they will continue 
in business here, while a contrary 
decision might have .meant suspen- 
sion of their business in this locality. 


The rate which has been in effect 


in this region, between Janesville and 
Chicago, and 
Beloit and 
Chicago, 


since 1910, has been 1% cents per 
hundred pounds, and an increase of 
IVt cents was fixed for this same rate, 
zone. 
This tariff was suspended by 


the order of 
the 
commission until 


July 13, 1012, and the inquiry was 
instituted. 
The commission reviews the history 


of the freight rates on sand and,gravel 
from Janesville and Beloit to Chicago 
and points between here and Chicago 
in a very thorough manner and state 
that "the record makes no showing of 
any change in the general conditions 
surrounding the traffic that requires or 
justifies a higher basis at this time for 
the outer zone." 


After calling attention to the fact 


that sand loads heavily and that 
a 


small increase in rate would mean a 
large sum on a carload, and that it is a 
low grade commodity, not requiring 
fast service and with little liability for 
loss or damage, the commission states: 


"The 1%. cent rate is undoubtedly a 


low rate, but the 
commodities 
to 


which it applies are also of the lowest 
class in commercec. 
While earnings 


of 4.2S mills per ton per mile on any 
kind of traffic cannot, be regarded as 
high, rates are to be found, even where 
the'hauls are short; under which even 
lower earnings are made. Upon all the 
facts before us it is clear that the in- 
creased rates from the outer 
zone 


ought to be justified of record. Under 
this act the burden of proof rests upon 
the respondents, and upon a careful | 
study oE the record we find that it has ' 
not been sustained. 
"An order will be entered requiring 


the maintenance of the present rales 
from the points in question to Chicago 
and suburban points." 


According to. the. commission's or- 


der the companies are required to 
cancel the increased schedule, on or 
before the 12th clay of July, 1.912. For 
a period of two year's the companies 
are also ordered to keep in force a 
rate not higher than that in effect on 
March 14, 1012. 
. In addition to Mr. Pierce, Attorney 
H. W. Adams of Beloit assisted in se- 
curing the order, appearing as coun- 
sel for the Beloit Sand and Gravel 
company.

pathetic in the crumbling of a popu- 
lar idol. 
Most of the sympathy is 


extended to the idol, as being the 
more 
conspicuous, 
but 
something 


seems due to the worshipper. 
What- 


ever Mr. Bryan's future may be, his 
hold upon the democratic party is 
lost. 
Throughout the convention he 


failed to see his last and greatest re- 
verse, when the politicians were suffi- 
ciently astute to conciliate him by 
giving him everything except what 
he wanted. 


"It was easy to allow Mr. Bryan 


to write the party platform, aided by 
Senator O'Gorman, whose qualifica- 
tions on questions of economics, cur- 
rency, banking or finance no one has 
ever had the opportunity of ascertain- 
ing.

•really drew the republican pledge to 
adjust the tariff 'to equalize the cost 
of production here and abroad,' must 
have been clever enough to know that 
he was propounding an impossibility. 


"It is too early to discuss the dem- 


ocratic platform seriously. What is 
more important- is that the conven- 
tion at Baltimore, often ridiculous, 
hysterical, childish, yet did something 
to enlighten public opinion on the 
political morality of its -representa- 
tives. It knows now 'that much ad- 
vertised candidates for the nomina- 
tion were never meant to win; that 
•when
